TEL AVTV, July 1 (AJP) ■— Israeli troops 
demolished three bouses in the occupied 
West Bank where suspected Palestinian resis- 
tance- fighters dwelled, and walled up rooms 
in two other buildings, a military spokesman 
said Tuesday. 

One of the destroyed houses, in Nablus, 
belonged to the Palestinian . suspected of 
murdering an agent of Israeli's general secur- 
ity service, an official communique said. The 
Palestinian. Bassam Mohammed Habash, 
was killed Satuiday in a shootout with Israeli" 
security officers. 

According to accounts published in Israeli 
newspapers, Habash was an informer who 
had helped the Shin-Bet secret service unco- 
ver several anti- Israel rings, but had turned 
double agent and assassinated the Israeli 
agent, Moshe Golan, in a rendezvous. 

Israeli forces mounted one of their most 
intensive searches yet in the West Bank to 
track down Habash, clamping a tight curfew 
on the Balata refugee camp -where Habash 
lived and hunting house to-house. 

The Shin-Bet is credited with preventing 
hundreds of attacks by uncovering comma- 
ndo cells before they can act. However, Pale- 
stinians say the force, un uniformed and repo- 
rting directly to the defense minister out of 
the public eye, is ruthless in its methods of 
gathering information. 

The other two houses which troops destr- 
oyed in their action Monday belonged to the 
resistance fighters who planted a booby- 
trapped thermos bottle on a Haifa beach 10 
days ago. 

In South Lebanon the Israeli attack force 
used helicopters and gunboats to knock out a 
Palestinian commando base Monday killing 
13 persons in a raid into South Lebanon, 
according to a Palestinian statement. 

The communique; said seven commandos 
were killed and four wounded itt' the" night 
attack, on a base operated by the pro- Iraqi 
Arab Liberation Front (ALF). 

It also said two women and four children 
were blown to pieces when the Israelis demol- 
ished the house they were sleepingin near the 
base at Qassmiyeh Bridge on the Utani River 
between Tyre and Sidon, 25 kras (15 miles) . 
north of the Israeli border/ Five other build- 
ings were also demolished. 

The commando statement, issued through 
the Iraqi Baath Party, which is in power in 
Baghdad, said heavy casualties were inflicted 
on the Israelis in a battle which lasted for two 
hours.

Economy ministers meet in Amman 


AMMAN, July 1 (R) — Ministers of econ- 
omy and finance from 1 1 Arab countries and 
representatives of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) meet in Amman Wed- 
nesday to discuss the economic situation in 
the Arab world and means of improving 
inter-Arab relations. 

The two-day meeting of the Council for 
Arab Economic Unity members will include 
representatives from Iraq, the United Arab 
Emirates, Kuwait, Syria, Jordan, Somalia, 
North and South Yemen, Sudan, the Libyan 
Jamahhiyah and Mauritania. Egypt’s mem- 
bership has been suspended because of its 
peace negotiations with Israel. 

The coundT s secretay-general, Dr. Fakhri 
Qaddouri of Iraq, said the meeting, which 
will be followed by a conference of Arab 
economy and foreign ministers, will also dis- 
cuss means of furthering economic relations 
between Arab countries and economic ties 
with the non- Arab world. A report drawn up 
by the secretariat- general to be discussed at 


the meeting defines the prerequisites for 
common Arab action and the measures and 
polides that should be adopted to strengthen 
Arab economy. 

Counril sources said Tuesday the meeting 
would also discuss the fin and ng and constru- 
ction of inter-Arab road and railway 
networks. The ministers are also expected to 
discuss expansion of the Common Arab 
Market, membership of which is now confi- 
ned to Syria, Jordan, Iraq and the Libyan 
J&mahiriyah. 

Jordanian foreign ministry sources said the 
Arab foreign and economy minsters confer- 
ence, due to open in Amman next weekend, 
was expected to discuss inter- Arab economic 
relations during the next decade and strate- 
gies for Arab economic action. This confer- 
ence would also discuss economic relations 
between the Arab world and the European 
Economic Community in particular, and rela- 
tions with the industrialized and developing 
countries in general, the sources added. 


OAU leaders open Freetown summit 


FREETOWN, Sierra Leone, July 1 (AP) 
— African leaders opened an annual summit 
conference here Tuesday against the backd- 
rop of the unprecedented coup in Liberia and 
unrelenting wars in Southern Africa, Chad 
and the Western Sahara. 

A relatively sparse turnout of heads of 
state, perhaps fewer than 20, is expected for 
the 17th summit of the Organization of Afri- 
can Unity- It will take place amid tight secur- 
ity in a newly built conference hail overlook- 
ing the Atlantic Ocean and the tm-and- 
cardboard shantytowns of this West African 
capital. 

Africa's newest andyoungest chief of state, 
28-year-old Master Sgt. Samuel Doe of Libe- 


ria, will not attend the summit, it was annou- 
nced here and in Monrovia Monday, after 
days of speculation. Doe came to power April 
12 in an enlisted men's coup in which Presi- 
dent William Tolbert, then chairman of the 
OAU, was killed. The new military regime 
has been struggling to overcome the hostility 
of other African governments. 

The OAU welcomes with no such reserva- 
tions its 50th member, Zimbabwe, at the 
1980 summit after years in which the African 
body demanded an end to white- minority rule 
in what was then Rhodesia. Zimbabwe's 
Prime Minister Robert Mugabe, the victori- 
ous former insurgent leader, is expected to 
attend the four-day conference. 


Contract signed for stock exchange 


KUWAIT, July 1 (R) — The Kuwait mini- 
ster of commerce and industry signed a 10.8 
milli on Kuwaiti dinar ($ 40 million) contract 
with a local company to build a new Kuwait 
Stock Exchange, an agent for the ministry 
said. 

Construction of the nine-storey, marble- 
faced building will begin in two months and 
will take about two-and-a-half years, the 
agent, Kuwait Foreign Trading, Contracting 
and Investment Company, said. 

The new exchange to be built by the AJ- 
Hani Construction Company, will include a 
1,000 square meter, three-storey high trad- 
ing floor. A balcony above the floor will 
house offices for 68 brokers. 

Kuwait Stock Exchange, which ranks eight 
in the world based on value of turnover, 
began operating at its present site three years 


ago in the former storage basement of a row 
of shops. 

There are now 16 brokers, and the new 
exchange is designed to allow for significant 
expansion. The shares of 39 companies are 
listed on the exchange, but trading is restric- 
ted to Kuwaiti nationals. 

The agent said the new exchange would be 
equipped with computerized dealing systems 
instead of the blackboards used to record 
trades at present. 

Above the trading floor would be six floors 
for offices connected with the exchange and a 
conference room to seat 200 persons. 

The marble facing of the building would 
probably be imported from Italy, he added. 
Consultants were the Kuwait Engineering 
Office and the Jon Ponnington Partnership of 
London, he added. 


Carter to attend Ohira memorial 


TOKYO, July 1 (R) — President Jimmy 
Carter will head a large gathering of Asian 
and Western government leaders here next 
week at a memorial service for Japanese 
Prime Minister Masayoshi Ohira, it was ann- 
ounced Tuesday. 

But the Soviet Union, which upstaged the 
absent Carter at Yugoslav President Josip 
Broz Tito's funeral in May, will be represen- 
ted at the July 9 service only by its ambassa- 
dor to Tokyo, Dmitry Polyansky. 

A White House official in Washington said 
Carter had decided to make his second trip to 


Japan in 13 months out of respect for Ohira 
and to underscore the importance of relations 
between the United States and Japan. 

While the Japanese Foreign Ministry welc- 
omed Carter’s decision, government sources 
said there was lirtle official surprise at Mos- 
cow's decision to send its ambassador bec- 
ause relations between the Soviet Union and 
Japan had been at a low ebb for some time. 

The service for Ohira. who died of a heart 
attack on June 12, had been planned as a 
low-key event, but Carter s one-day visit has 
turned it into a forum for high-level contacts. 


MOSCOW, July 1 (Agencies) — West 
German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt met 
with top Soviet military leaders Tuesday after 
a second negotiating session with Soviet Pres- 
ident Leonid Brezhnev. 

In another development. West German 
officials announced that a Gem 2 n-Soviet 
25-year economic agreement worked out last 
month in Bonn would be signed at an unusu- 
ally low diplomatic level, by the Soviet and 
German ambassadors, rather than by the visi- 
tir*: chancellor or his fevign minister, 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher. 

Diplomatic sources said the Germans had 
rejected efforts by the Russians to hold a 
high-level signing ceremony, apparently as a 
form of diplomatic protest against the Soviet 
military intervention in Afghanistan. 

Schmidt began his day with a visit to a 
cemetery' where about 100 German prisoners 
of war are buried, and then laid a w reath at 
the Soviet tomb of the unknown soldier. 

He and Genscher then met for three hours 
in the Kremlin with Brezhnev. After lunch, 
the Germans drove to the Defense Ministry 
fiora session with the Soviet Defense Minister 
Dmitri Ustinov and Marshal Nikolai Ogar- 
kov, the Soviet chief of staff and a deputy 
defense minister. 

The militarymen presumably briefed the 
visitors on the Soviet position of deployment 
of medium-range nuclear missiles in central 
Europe. Schmidt is earning a proposal to 
negotiate a reduction of such missiles by both 
sides. 

There was no indication that the meeting 
with Ustinov means the Soviets plan to show 
a spirit of conciliation, but observers felt Bre- 
zhnev would not have brought in his Defense 
minister if he intended to reply with a simple 
negative to Schmidt's call for negotiations on 
the medium-range nuclear arsenal. 

A gesture by the Soviet Union on this mat- 
ter would come as a major success for the 
West German Chancellor, the restoration of 
the military balance is the main aim of his 
detente policy. The official Soviet news age- 
ncy TASS has rebuked Schmidt for remarks 
he made at a Kremlin banquet about Afghan- 
istan and the east-west nuclear missile bal- 
ance in Europe. 

TASS edited out the substance of 
Schmidt's lengthy appeals to the Kremlin to 
withdraw troops out of Afghanistan and start 
talks without preconditions on limiting 
medium-range missiles in Europe. The criti- 
cal comments by TASS of Schmidt's speech, 
clearly authorized at a high level, appeared to 
be without precedem during the visit of a 
senior foreign politician. 

Meanwhile, the Soviet backed Afghan 
government has rejected the declaration on 
Afghanistan by the Venice summit as “open 
intervention in the internal affairs of an inde- 
pendent country,” the Press Trust of India 
(PTI) said Tuesday in a dispatch from Kabul 

The agency quoted a statement by the offi- 
cial Bakhtar News Agency as saying that the 
seven Western leaders at Venice had “given 
themselves the right to express opinion about 
the destiny of the people of Afghanistan.” 

Bakhtar said thai only the Afghan gover- 
nment had the right to decide how to regulate 
the country’s relations with foreign nations, 
including its neighbors. 

The statement stressed the Afghan gover- 
nment's firm commitment to its May 14 pro- 
posals under which it offered to meet repres- 
entatives of Iran and Pakistan for talks with- 
out pre-conditions to normalize relations. 

PTI said the statement recalled the withd- 
rawal of military- contingents by the Soviet 
Union and stated that those who desired pea- 
ceful solutions to the issues of the region 
should appreciate the measures taken by the 
Afghan and Soviet governments, PTI said. 

German officials said Schmid! would meet 
once more with Brezhnev Tuesday evening 
before holding a news conference.

Israel voices rage 
at Council censure 


TEL AVIV, July 1 (Agencies! Israel's act- 
ing Prime Minister Yigael Yadin Tuesday 
angrily rejected Monday's United Nations 
Security Council vote censuring Israel for its 
moves to perpetuate control over East Jeru- 
salem. 

Yadin. who took over as acting prime mini- 
ster Monday when Menahcm Begin was 
taken ill with a slight heart attack, was addre- 
ssing the Jewish Agency conference. 

“We are disappointed with the Security 
Council resolution but this is not the first rime 
something like this has happened and the 
determining fact is that Jerusalem is Israel's 
united capital and nothing will ever change 
that fact. " 

He continued: “We are not satisfied with 
the United States abstention and we wanted 
it to apply its veto but it will not change 
anything on the ground. The future of Jerusa- 
lem will be decided by what we do here in 
Jerusalem." 

The Security Council condemned Israeli 
legislative and administrative attempts to tig- 
hten its hold on East Jerusalem. 

Monday, a private member's bill to declare 1 
Jerusalem the united and eternal capital of 
Israel passed the Knesset (parliament; com- 
mittee stage on its way to becoming a law-. 

All the major Israeli political parties are 
supporting the bill. 

The Vatican has said that unilateral act 
aimed at changing the status of Jerusalem 
would be grave. 

The semi-official Vatican newspaper 
L 'Osservatore Romano said: "Whatever 
power finds itself exercising sovereignty over 
the Holy City.. .must take on the task of pro- 
tecting the rights relative to the holy places 
and to the respective communities, on the 
basis of an appropriate legal system guaran- 
teed by a superior international body." 

L 'Osservatore Romano said it was necess- 
ary to guarantee Jerusalem's global character 
as a sacred heritage common to Christians. 
Muslims and Jews. 

The Vatican made the call □.= the United 
Nations was planning i.« discus the Jeusa- 


lem issue. The Holy See said it would distri- 
bute copies of its statement to U.N. diplo- 
mats. 

It noted thai during his recent meeting here 
with U.S. President Jimmy Carter, Pope John 
Paul II called the question of Jerusalem 
"pivotal" to a just peace in the Middle East. 

The council voted 14 to none Monday 
night to reaffirm earlier calls for Israel's wit- 
hdrawal from Arab territories it occupied 
since 1967. including East Jerusalem. 

The United States cast the only abstention. 
Donald McHenry, its chief delegate, said it 
was impractical for the council to call for the 
rescinding of past actions. 

•• We must find a way to assure in clear and 
unequivocal terms that the city is not again 
divided and that people of all faiths nave free 
access to the Holy Places. " 

This was directly contrary to demands by 
the Islamic states that East .Jerusalem be ret- 
urned to the Arabs, but American officials 
said McHenry's remarks meant no change in 
U.S. policy toward Jerusalem. 

Zehdi Tcrzie. the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLOi delegate, called McHe- 
nry's statement confused and confusing. 

In Cairo an Egyptian government spokes- 
man said Monday's move by the Knesset law 
committee violated the Camp David accords 
on the Middle East and showed clearly 
“ Israel's insistance on obstructing the peace 
process. " 

In strongly deploring Israel’s refusal to 
comply, the council handed down its seventh 
censure of the Zionist state in three months. 
It also served notice that ways and means of 
obtaining implementation would be consi- 
dered if Israel continued to defy the world 
body- 

Pakistani ambassador Niaz A. Naik, speak- 
ing on behalf of the Organization of the Isla- 
mic Conference, thanked all supporters of 
the resolution. He said the council was clearly 
determined to uphold its decision and he 
hoped this would not be overlooked by Israel, 
which should stop its move for annexation of 
JenisaUm.

An important characteristic feature of a 
foreign expert is that he is capable of find- 
ing people to listen to him, to glorify his 
performances and to execute his instruc- 
tions, without anyone asking to prove his 
ability.

If he 
succeeds in winning confidence, he starts 
facing obstacles. Lack of enthusiasm and 
intrigues from his own colleagues. Cros- 
sing hurdles after hurdles he, at last, finds 
the reality with some of his own native 
experts. He is left with no option but to 
submit and recognizes the capability of the 
khawaja!

JEDDAH. July 1 (Special) — Saudi Tele- 
phone. the operating arm of the Ministry of 
Posts, Telegraphs and Telephones, is expand- 
ing its development strategy in order to 
maximize its field of specialization, a comp- 
any report said Tuesday. 

The end of Jumada al Thani (mid-May) 
marked the beginning of Saudi Telephone s 
first-year business plan. The plan is inteoded 
to add further to the successful strides of 
Saudi Telephones expansion as indicated by 
statistics. 

According to the company report, more 
telephones were installed in one year than 
have ever been installed before in a similar 
period, as well as further improvements occu- 
rring in tbe repair rate, major additions made 
to buildings, vehicles and materials and thou- 
sands of hours of training carried out for new 
personnel. 

During the month of May 9,000 new telep- 
hones were installed, bringing the total comp- 
leted during the year to 103,000. Total work- 
ing lines increased at that time to more than 
277,000 — an increase of 120 per cent. 

Exchange capacity also increased durin g 
the month, the report said. A 5,000-line exc- 
hange was added to Mecca- Aziziyah, and 
1,000- line exchanges were installed in Safwa 
and Al Ghat, bringing the total for the month 
to 7,000 new lines of exchange capacity, and 
the total for the Kingdom to 464,000 lines.

Subscribers made good use of the truck 
network during May. The volume of caBs 
handled by the trunk switchboards totaled 

408.000 calls dialed by customers with Inter- 
national Subscriber Dialing (ISD) amounted 
to 500,000 calls, 57 per cent of all interna- 
tional calls. Two thousand new customers 
were connected to ISD during tbe month, 
bringing the total to oyer 18,000. ISD subsc- 
ribers can now dial directly to 74 countries. 

Saudi Telephone’s outside plant network 
continued expanding during May: More than 

18.000 wires were placed by construction 
crews. The yearly total amounts to 181,000 
during wires being placed. During the month, 
service was provided to five more small 
communities via microwave or coaxial cable.

3avid summit 22 months ago. 

The" latest dash came after an Israeli parl- 
ame fitary committee Monday approved a 
nil declaring all Jerusalem, including the 
\rab sector conquered in 1967, the united 
:apital of Israel. 

In Cairo, an Egyptian government spoke- 
sman said the dedsion violated the Camp 
David accords and showed “dearly Israel's 
nsistence to obstruct the peace process.” At 
he United Nations Monday the Security 
Touncil voted 14-0. with only the United 
States abstaining, to censure Israel for legisla- 
te administrative attempts to tighten its 
told on Arab East Jerusalem. 

Egyptian delegate Nabil El Araby. a spon- 
or of the resolution, said the Knesset bill was 
irovocative and illegal. Israeli Ambassador 
o Washington Ephraim Evron later termed 
he resolution as pernicious and not helpful 


and said it was aimed at undercutting the 
Camp David peace process. Egyptian Presi- 
dent Sadat broke of the talks, six weeks ago in 
protest against the Knesset reading of the bill. 

The talks originally were planned to concl- 
ude May 26, but in recent interviews foreign 
minister Ali said that Egypt was prepared to 
continue them until the end of 1980. 

The Palestinians have not been represen- 
ted in the negotiations. The Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization (PLO) was not invited to 
take part and local Palestinian leaders from 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip have boycot- 
ted the talks. 

Linowitz, a lawyer whose earlier service to 
president Carter was to conclude the marat- 
hon Panama Canal negotiations, has not 
wavered from his public optimism that the 
talks on the future of the West Bank and 
Gaza would end successfully. Although this is 
a U.S. presidential election year, he predicted 
that Carter would call a summit meeting with 
Sadat and Prime Minister Menachem Begin if 
he thought it would be useful in reaching a 
final agreement. 

Linowitz said that the two sides had reac- 
hed 30 per cent agreement on the nature of 
the autonomy for the 1.2 million Palestinians 
in the Israeli-occupied lands, and they were 
now at the heart of the discussions. He defi- 
ned the issues as: meeting Israel's security 
needs, apportionment of water. Israeli set- 
tlement policy, responsibilities and governing 
authority, and whether Palestinians in East 
Jerusalem could vote for the authority.

Allowed on July 5 last year to end the 
isolation in which he had been kept for 14 
years by the late President Houari Bouraed- 
ienne. the former head of state has since lived 
in a comfortable residence in the center of 
M* sila along with his two adopted daughters 
and his wife Zohrag. He has a president’s 
pension. 

The entrance to the house is discreetly wat- 
ched by a plainclothes inspector who checks 
the identity of visitors and announces their 
arrival. Foreigners are not admitted. Free to 
move around within the administrative limits 
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of Msila, Ben Bella is nonetheless always 
foDowed at a certain distance by security 
agents who also act as bodyguards. 

After he arrived in Msila he hoped that be 
would soon be allowed total freedom of 
movement within Algeria, but as the July 5 
independence day approaches there has been 
no sign of this happening. According to his 
friends his most cherished wish is still to visit 
the grave of his mother, who died while he 
was in captivity, and to make the pilgrimage 
ro Mecca. 

At 64 Ben Bella, because of physical fit- 
ness looks astonishingly young for his age 
despite the fact that he spent one third of his 
life under detention in France and Algeria. 

He spends his time educating his daugh- 
ters, reading and writing lengthy notes, per- 
haps for his memoirs. His friends have said 
Ben Bella was impressed by the Islamic revo- 
lution in Iran and believed it could serve as an 
example to all “oppressed peoples” seeking 
to face the “challenge of the West”. 


ANKARA, July 1 (AFP) — Twelve per- 
sons have died in political violence in seven 
Turkish cities during the past 24 hours, a well 
informed source said there Tuesday. At Ista- 
nbul a member of the police political branch 
was shot dead in the street by a suspected 
extreme left wing activist. At Konya, 260 
kilometers south of Ankara, “terrorists 5 ’ kil- 
led a left-wing primary school-teacher, while 
at Sivas, 440 kilometers east of the capital. 

One person died and seven were inju red d ur- 
ing a clash between police and demonstrators 
demanding the release of detained schoolchi- 
ldren. 

A regional leader of the extreme right wing 
Nationalist Action Party was killed at Inegol, 
□ear Bursa, in the west of the country. A 
left-wing activist was killed in the mountain- 
ous region of Kireshir, 190 kilometers south 
east of Ankar a, when security forces raided a 
leftist tr aining camp. Ten persons were arres- 
ted but about 60 managed to escape, authori- 
ties in Kireshir said. 

With 20 of Turkey’s 67 provinces under 
martial law and many people slain in political 
violence since the start of the year, the charge 
made by former Turkish Prime Minister Bul- 
ent Ecevit that the country is now in the midst 
of civil war seems scarcely an exaggeration. 

B lamin g the government for this , Ecevit 
has tabled a motion of censure which the 
parliament will vote Wednesday or Thurs- 
day. On top of the violence — largely a mat- 
ter of scores- settling among the country’s 15 
political groups — Turkey has also had to 
contend with serious economic troubles. The 
infla tion rate is more than 100 per cent annu- 
ally, while 30 per cent of the workforce is 
unemployed. 

Meanwhile, Tuesday, after 108 successive 
ballots to produce a candidate for the presi- 
dency, the political parties were still stymied. 
For months now the armed forces have been 
openly restive at the inertia and ineffective- 
ness of the politicians. Last December the 
political parties received a solemn wanting 
from Gen. Kenan Evrem, Turkish army chief 
of staff, to face up to their responsibilities. 

There has been no noticeable response, 
however. In an embittered attack on the poli- 
ticians, one member of the general staff told 
this correspondent: “ they force us to fight the 
enemy wi thin when we should be defending 
Turkey against outside attack.” 

At the same time he made it clear that the 
military were in no way tempted to take mat- 
ters out of the politicians’ hands. “We have 
too much respect for democracy to do that” 
he said. 

Since Turkey became a republic in 1923, 
the armed forces have been looked on as an 
elite. Certainly their iron discipline is prover- 
bial. 

Most of Turkish tanks are of the World 
War Two era. As Gen. Dogan Gures points 


out, not without a certain pride, “our M-47 
and M-4S tanks may go back to the Korean 
war — but they go.” On maneuvers the other 
day, Turkish tatties were in action for fully an 
hour without a single breakdown. “ Maybe 
better equipped armies could not match 
that,” the general says with satisfaction.

SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador, July 1 
(Agencies) Three hundred corpses were 
found Monday in the medical school morgue 
of San Salvador National University which 
was occupied by the army last week. 

Journalists who visited the university were 
allowed to see the bodies which theoreicaHy 
were to be used in anatomy courses, although 
the medical school only has 700 students. 

Troops also. uncovered nine decomposed 
bodies at other campus sites, including one 
under the football field. This foDowed the 
discovery last Friday of 10 bodies. The army 
occupied the autonomous campus for the first 
time in eight years after re ports that shots had 
been fired from it on a nearby slum. 

On Monday, journalists were shown what 
the army said was the operational headquar- 
ters of left-wing extremists. Troops, who 
uncovered the headquarters during their sea- 
rch of the campus, showed them a clandestine 
printing press, -which turned out pamphlets 
and newspapers, and cement-block tunnels 
which, the army said, were used by guerrillas. 

One of the five-foot diameter tunnels, 
which was 300 meters long, led from the uni- 
versity clinic towards the adjoining neighbo- 
rhood of La Fossa. The tunnels appeared to 
be sewers but journalists saw no water in 
them. 

Although only about 15 automatic wea- 
pons were found in the searches, the army 
said that some parts of the university . had 
been used to shelter guerrillas of El Salva- 
dor s main revolutionary groups. The army 
said its searchers would continue for two or 
three more days and the university would 

Liberia drops 
French envoy 
recall demand 

MONROVIA, July 1 (AFP) — Liberia’s 
military rulers have formally withdrawn their 
demand for the recall of French Ambassador 
Louis Dollot, a French Embassy source said 
here Monday. 

The back-down, contained in a note from 
the foreign ministry dated last Saturday but 
only delivered Monday, was reportedly one 
of the '‘recommendations” made by four 
West African heads of state who have been 
trying to reconcile the Liberian regime and 
fellow African nations revolted by the blood- 
shed of last April's military coup. 

Liberia has been banned from two big Afri- 
can conferences since the coup, in which Pres- 
ident William Tolbert, chairman of the Orga- 
nization of African Unity z OAU, was killed.

Soviets’ Seychelles moves 
worry Pentagon strategists 


WASHINGTON, July 1 (AFP) — At a 
time when the United States is strengthening 
its military presence in the Indian Ocean, the 
Pentagon is worried over by what it sees as 
the Soviet Union’s efforts to boost its influ- 
ence in the Seychelles. 

Situated 1 ,800 kilometers from the coast of 
Kenya, the Seychelles Archipelago occupies 
a strategic position on the route used by oil 
freighters bound for the United States and 
Western Europe. The United States has a 
charge d’affaires in the Seychelles, but the 
most important diplomatic mission in Victo- 
ria, the capital, belongs to the Soviet Union. 

“Soviet diplomats are very active in Victo- 
ria,” a high Pentagon official said. Their 
works seems to have been simplified by the 
political orientation of the government, sev- 
eral of whose members — according to a 
recent U.S. Central Intelligence Agency 
report — are pro-Soviet. 

The Kremlin's sudden interest in the for- 
mer British colony (now a republic within the 
British Commonwealth), whose beaches att- 


ract more than 60.000 tourists each year, 
could be a prelude to setting up a Soviet 
military base there, it is thought in Washing-, 
ton. •! 

Th e Seychelles Press, which mainly uses the' 
official Soviet news agency Tass, periodically, 
denounces the American presence on the 
British island of Diego Garica, site of the only 
permanent U-S. base in the Indian Ocean. 

Local newspapers gave no explanation for 
the arrival last February of two Soviet freigh- 
ters whose cargo was unloaded by night. But 
according to reports reaching Washington, 
the Soviet Union has begun shipping military 
equipment to the Seychelles government. 

The United States maintains a discreet pre- 
sence in the Seychelles. It has staged airforce 
maneuvers over the isle of Mahe, an impor- 
tant satellite tracking station, since 1962. 

Although the port of Victoria and the Sey- ‘ 
chelles seven airports are difficult to use for 
military purposes at present, the Russians are 
preparing to alter them, the Pentagon said. 
“‘We are watching them very carefully," a 
high U.S. official said. 


Britain’s Observer may fold 


LONDON, July 1 (Agencies) — The 
future of The Observer , the liberal Sunday 
newspaper with a print order of 800,000. 
appeared in the balance Tuesday after the 
breakdown of pay talks between trade union 
and the owners, Atlantic, Richfield of the 
United States. They failed to agree to a pay 
rise link ed to the introduction of new produc- 
tion methods. 

Atlantic Richfield, who bought The Obser - 
ver in 1976 after the paper reached a financial 
crisis, had threatened to stop publishing if a 
settlement was not reached by Monday night. 

After talks with five unions, the manage- 
ment said Monday it hoped agreement could 
be reached in forthcoming discussions set for 


Thursday with the chief union involved, the 
Naiioanl Graphical Association. 

The paper normally has 48 pages and there 
is a color supplement. The management 
wants to increase the number of pages and 
the unions agree, however negotiations are 
stiU bogged down on wages. 

Meanwhile the London Daily Telegraph, 
bastion of British conservatism and eccentric- 
ity, celebrated its 125th birthday Monday. 

Londoners lined up outside the paper's Fleet 
Street headquarters to collect free copies of a 
commemorative magazine reproducing the 
June 29, 1S55 first issue and recalling some of 
the Telegraph 's memorable early stories. 


Greeks turn down Bo nn military aid 


ATHENS, July 1 (R) — Greece has rejec- 
ted West German military aid worth $34 mil- 
lion because it considers Bonn is giving an 
unfair amount to Turkey, a government offi- 
cial said. 

He’ said Bonn was giving Turkey about 
$340 million in military aid compared with a 
previous ratio of five to three in Turkey’s 
favor. Greece considered the package for 
Turkey would upset the balance of power in 
the Aegean, the official said. 

He said Foreign Minister Constantine Mit- 
sotakis had informed his German counter- 
part, Hans-Dietrich Genscher, of the gover- 
nment’s decision not to accept the military 


aid. Greece had told West Germany that a 
change in the balance of power was not con- 
ducive to a peaceful settlement of the prob- 
lems between Greece and Turkey, he said. 

Greece and Turkey are at odds over terri- 
torial rights in the Aegean, including the del- 
ineation of the continental shelf and control 
of air space over the sea. They both receive 
military aid from West Germany and the 
United States in the framework of NATO. 

The official said that the United States bad 
pledged not to upset the balance of power 
and that military aid to the two countries 
would continue as in previous years. 


Sioux Indians win $ 105m in land dispute 


WASHINGTON, July 1 (AFP) — The 
United States Supreme Court Monday ended 
a 103- year-old dispute by ordering the gove- 
rnment to pay $105 million to the Sioux 
Indians as compensation for land confiscated 
from the tribe in South Dakota. 

The court decided that in 1877 the federal 
government broke its-peace treaty with the 


Sioux nation and illegally took over the 
gold-rich Black Hills of South Dakota, which 
belonged to the Indians. 

It told the government to pay the Sioux 
$17.5 million for the estimated $7.5 million 
acres of land, plus interest on the money over 
103 years, -which would, bring the total to 
about $105 million. 
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AGGRESSOR AND ABETTOR 

The vote in the Security Council in the U.N. against Israel 
annexationary step over Jerusalem has once more underlined 
the Israeli aggressor s isolation from the rest of the interna- 
tional community. It also under lined the persistance of the 
United States in the role of the abettor and accomplice in 
Israel's crimes. 

The worst part of the story so far as it concerns the United 
States is that the Islamic countries who produced the resolu- 
tion had taken care to formalate it in the most exact diplomatic 
manner, allowing Israel to get off lightly, but hoping that the 
United States would thereby feel able to vote For it. But th 
Islamic countries did not realize that the American side had 
added cunning to its usual cowardice in these matters, and so 
voted against nevertheless. Had these countries known this, 
they would have produced a resolution commensurate in wor- 
ding with Israel's crime. 

The American administration has to realize that the Islamic 
countries, and specially the Arab Islamic countries, are not 
helpless; that they can indeed extract a price from America for 
this constant betrayal. That they have not so far done so is not 
out of weakness but because they are acting in accordance 
with a definite political conception of how relations of the 
Carter admin istratrion are best handled. 

Carter represents to the Arab side the last of the three 
available evils (the other two being Republican contender 
Reagan and the still running Democrat Kennedy). And it is 
for this reason that they must do nothing to harm his chances 
in the forthcoming elections. 

In other words, the Arab states have already desired to give 
Carter leaway until after the presidential elections. After this, 
if a new man came to the White House, the Arab side will treat 
with him accordingly. But if the incumbent remains, he will be 
expected to revise drastically bis administration's recent 
stands on the problems of the Middle East, and work for a real 
solution. Failing to do this, he must realize, will mean that the 
United States will lose all of its remaining friends in the area. 

The Iranian revolution has shown that it is possible to resist 
both America and the Soviet Union at the same time. And if 
Iran, for all of its internal instability has been able to cut its oil 
production to 15% of what it was under the previous regime. 
The Arab regimes, stable and popular as they undoubtedly 
are, can most certainly do the same. Patience is a vintage; this, 
the Arabs have realized. But they also know that beyond 
certain limits, it can turn impatience.

WASHINGTON — 

The primary cause of America' s economic prob- 
lems is that U.S. industry is not keeping up with 
world and domestic market opport unities. In many 
industries. U.S. firms are not producing the right 
goods of the right quality in sufficient quantity at 
competitive prices. 

As a result, they are forfeiting sales (o foreign 
firms while domestically Americans suffer pernici- 
ous high unemploy menu and many communities 
are devastated by iayoffs and plant shutdowns. 

The federal government's response to this situa- 
tion h3S been to minister to ailing firms with loans 
and trade barriers. But such measures alone do 
nothing to help increase productivity or expand 
markets. To do this. America must deal with all the 
reasons for poor performance in key industries. 

Because each industry has its own particular cost 
structure and its own unique market conditions, a 
strategy to help one will be meaningless to another. 
Because government policies directly or indirectly 
affect the economic performance of all key indust- 
ries. it is essential for government to work with 
management and labor to maintain efficiency, even 
while promoting other national goals such 3s eco- 


nomic equality and conservation. 

Take, for example, the steel industry, whose decl- 
ine has caused so much hardship in the Northeast 
and Midwest. It exemplifies the kind of joint respo- 
nsibility Americans have in mind. The continued 
operation of obsolete open-hearth furnaces long 
after new technologies were available contributed 
to the industry's falling output. But government 
mandates in 1979 diverted IS per cent of capital 
investment in sieet facilities to non-productive 
pollution-control equipment. 

Negotiated strategies such as accelerated depre- 
ciation for such equipment or for new manufactur- 
ing systems, geared to production and productivity 
goals, with built-in incentives for labor to increase 
output, could ensure a viable, if smaller, domestic 
steel industry- far into the foreseeable future. 

If such strategies are to work well, they should 
not focus on single industries. Many industries are 
linked to one another in an interdependent chain 
that makes them vulnerable to an economic domino 
effect. For example, when sales of domestic autom- 
obiles slump, that causes a decline of production in 
upholstery, seat belts, batteries, tires, and plastic, 
aluminum and steel parts. 

The U.S. needs policies to deal with the whole 
chain, or sector, by anticipating problems in one 
industry that could cause difficulties in other, linked 
industries. It should pinpoint opportunities in one 
industry that could spin off benefits for others. 

To design and implement sectoral policies, Ame- 


rica must first identify those sectors that are of 
particular importance because of their growth 
potential, job potential, or potential to create expo- 
rts to offset U.S. imports. 

The U.S. must establish production committees 
similar to the industry production committees that 
spearheaded the mobilization of American resour- 
ces during World War II. These committees would 
bring business and labor together with many indus- 
try specialists already employed by the federal 
government to coordinate government and 
private-sector actions to mutually acceptable goals. 

The most important principle of a sectoral app- 
roach is that it should not deal only with industries 
in crisis. There are many emerging and hign-growth 
industries and sectors that will also face stiff compe- 
tition in the future. They must be nourished if they 
are to grow strong. Among them are the semicond- 
uctor industry, the telecommunications industry 
and the wide range of exotic possibilities that will 
comprise the biochemical sector. 

These and other high-technology manufacturing 
and service activities can provide many jobs in the 
future for both assembly work and skilled techi- 
cians. They can rebuild the eroded economies of the 
Northeast and Midwest. Other nations have already 
recognized the importance of these emerging indus- 
tries and are engaged in major public-private cam- 
paigns to expand production, accelerate research 
and train workers for new occupations. Americans 
should do no less for their future prosperity. (NYT) 


Botha trapped by apartheid

LONDON — 

If Prime Minister Botha's generals are right in 
thinking that South Africa is already in a state of 
war, then the uprising among coloreds in the conge- 
sted townships on the bleak Cape Flats must be seen 
as yet another battle lost by the regime. 

June 7. 1978 — the day of the violent protest by 
tens of thousands of coloreds — will take its place 
alongside June. 16, 1976. when the black youth of 
Soweto revolted, and March 21, 1960. the day of 
the Sharpeville massacre. 

Between Sharpeville and the eruption of the 
people of mixed races {the Cape Coloreds) lie anot- 
her dozen or so significant dates marking the steady 
escalation of violence and the failure of sucessive 
attempts by the defenders of apartheid to eliminate 
the causes. It is notable that the violence has increa- 
sed more rapidly in the last four years despite the 
economic and social changes initiated by Botha and 
his predecessor. John Vorster. 

The only conclusion is that, impressive as some of 
these changes have been in eliminating friction poi- 
nts caused by apartheid, they have not dampened 
the spirit of revolt. 

The government will therefore have to go much 
further down the road to change than it has so far 
been willing, or able, to travel. Nobody understands 
this better than Botha. 

Despite his well-deserved reputation as a tough 
believer in the role of the military and the police, he 
has shown a greater willingness than any of his 
predecessors to begin a constructive dialogue with 
representative leaders of the African, colored and 
Indian communities. But those he chooses to regard 


as “ representative" are not necessarily the same as 
those accepted as representative by the different 
black communities, all of whom are agreed in their 
choice of Nelson Mandela — serving a life sentence 
on Robben Island — as their most important leader. 

Moreover, even some of those acknowledged as 
representative by the prime minister have refused 
to cooperate with him. These include the leaders of 
the colored Labor Party; Chief Gatsha Buthelezi, 
the Zulu leader and head of Inkhata, the largest 
black organization in the country; and Dr. Nthato 
Motlana, the chairman of the Soweto Committee of 
Ten, who enjoys great influence among the almost 
one million inhabitants of the black city on the 
outskirts of Johannesburg. 

Whar makes Botha's position even more difficult 
is that, apart from his inability to rally important 
black leaders to his side, he has failed to win the 
support of his own white electorate — and of even 
some of his senior colleagues in the cabinet, like Dr. 
Andries Treumicht, the acknowledged leader of 
the Afrikaner right wing. 

Therefore, before the prime minister can Jiope to 
introduce changes that might contribute toward les- 
sening the weight of black opposition, he will have 
to defeat the rebels in his own party. Although he 
has already successfully confronted Treumicbt and 
bis supporters, he has not yet defeated them. One 
option open to him is to call a new general election 
with the specific aim of eliminating the Treumicht 
group. But this is by no means an easy task. 

Botha's problems are greatly accentuated by the 
environment of violence, which works strongly in 
favor of the diehards. It is difficult to see where he 
can go from here. There must be fundamental cha- 
nge: yet white leader can hope to bring it about in 


the present circumstances. 

On the other hand, these circumstances are likely 
not only to persist but to worsen — thus making 
radical change even more difficult The most dange- 
rous element — from the viewpoint of the defen- 
ders of apartheid — is the advent of well-trained 
and well-armed urban guerrillas. 

They have been able to infiltrate across South 
Africa' s borders despite the massive security sys- 
tem. bringing in sophisticated weapons and finding 
safe hiding-places right under the noses of the secu- 
rity forces in places like Soweto. 

Guerrillas have already struck twice this year. 
The first time was when a small but dedicated group 
laid siege to a bank near Pretoria: the second was 
when they attacked the vital coal-to-oil complex 
near Vereeniging. These guerrillas belong to the 
African National Congress (ANQ which with its 
political ally, the clandestine South African Com- 
munist Party, has its forward headquarters in neig- 
hboring Mozambique. 

To strike a direct blow at the ANC camps. Botha 
would have to send his army across the border into 
Mozambique. If he were to do so, the result would 
be to inflame tbe whole of Africa and further inter- 
nationalize the crisis. 

Mozambique has a treaty of friendship with the 
USSR which includes a clause that entitles Presi- 
dent Sam ora Machel’s regime to invoke Russian 
military aid in the event of an attack across its 
borders.

majority of 14 votes with the 
United States abstaining. 

Information Minister Dr. Muh- 
ammad Yamarvf s statement that 
tbe conference of Arab Ministers 
of Information and Culture, which 
was held in Damascus recently, 
bas achieved its objectives, also 
was highlighted. 

Newspaper editorials discussed 
Saudi Arabia’s persistent efforts 
for stability in the region and stre- 
ssed the significance of visits to 
Saudi Arabia by various beads of 
state. Okaz said the Kingdom has 
been trying to achieve the highest 
cooperation in dealing with the 
current situation of the region. 
The paper added that the positive 
results of Saudi-South Yemeni 
talks offer proof of the Kingdom's 
efforts toward Arab unity. 

Id an editorial. Al Medina said 
the Kingdom has ceaselessly expl- 


ored every way of establishing 
strong links with its Arab and 
Muslim neighbors. The paper 
added that Saudi Arabia has made 
it a policy not to interfere in the 
affairs of any other country, but to 
work continuously to curb hostile 
attempts to create dissension 
through misleading statements 
and lies. The paper stressed the 
need for regional peace and stabil- 
ity with which it will be difficult to 
maintain the growth rate in the 
area. It urged the states of the Gulf 
and the Arabian peninsula to 
exercise their role in achieving 
stability through the Islamic 
values. 

Al Jazirah said the visits of the 
leaders of the Arab and African 
world prove the increasing impor- 
tance of Saudi Arabia and its dipl- 
omatic and economic efforts to 
solve problems in these regions. 
The paper added that the leaders 


of Saudi Arabia have shown their 
readiness to accept the challenges 
and to make sacrifices in trying to 
solve these problems. 

Referring to the South Yemeni 
President's recent visit, Al Jazirah 
noted with satisfaction the further 
cooperation and solidarity which 
will help serve the foremost issues 
of the Arabs more constructively 
and effectively. And tbe current 
visit of the Niger president also 
will help build solidarity between 
the .Arab and African peoples for 
their progress and prosperity. 

Dwelling on the Saudi- Niger 
talks, Al Bilad said the Kingdom 
has always given special consider- 
ation to African states, believing 
that they have to play a prominent 
role in confronting world Zionism 
and Communism.

LONDON — 

Military observers would not be surprised if Pek- 
ing's recent welcome to Argentina's president were 
to lead ffr an expansion of China's nuclear arsenal 
Experts agree that China's ability to respond to tbe 
Soviet threat on its borders may depend increas- 
ingly on nuclear weapons. And Argentina is on the 
brink of a nuclear breakthrough which could help 
the development of China's strike force. 

Argentina's power grid received its first nuclear 
contribution from the Atucha reactor in 1974. 
Since then, according to London’s Latin America 
Bureau, the country has decided to embark on a 
program based on the natural uranium- heavy water 
cycle 

Argentina possesses plentiful reserves of natural 
uranium, freeing it from dependence on foreign 
supplies of enriched uranium, and the attendant 
international controls and inhibitions. 

As various schemes mature, assisted by the West 
Germans and the Swiss, the country’s nuclear out- 
put is expected to reach 920 megawatts by 1981. 

Agreements to construct a “third reactor” were 
concluded with Germany’s KUW in 1979. In 
March, tbe Swiss Souzer Bros, signed a contract to 
help construct a heavy water facility capable of 
producing 250 tons annuall y, a quantity which more 
than meets Argentina’ s estimated needs, and is vital 
in weapons production. 

High quality “weapons grade” plutonium can 
now be made. Although the process is very expen- 
sive, an experimental facility is due to open this 
year. The Argentine embassy in London said lacon- 
ically not long ago: “AD this, one supposes, wifl give 
one the ability to build nuclear weapons.'* 

Although China has exploded several devices, it 
remains militarily weak. The Chinese face 45 Soviet 
divisions, or 450,000 troops, along their 4. 000- mile 
frontier. Half of these are newly equipped with 
T-72 tanks, sophisticated helicopters and surface- 
to-air missiles, backed by 500 bombers and 1,400 
fighter aircraft. . - 

The might of the advanced Russian Navy arcs 
around the People's Republic from Vladivostok to 
Da Nang in southern Vietnam. Against such forces 
Peking can muster a four-million-man army which 
did not overwhelm tbe Vietnamese, a shallow- 
water navy, and an air force recently described as 

“the third largest and certainly the .oldest in tbe 
world. 

The fact is that, although defense is among the 
“Four Modernizations”, China has provided its 
armed forces with only meager investment. Some 
top leaders, notably Chairman Hua Guofeng, have 
been exhorting the army to rely on its “spiritual 
strength” rather than on advanced hardware. 

Amid reports of further cutbacks in China's indu- 
strial expansion — which Peking is coming to see as 
too costly — the leadership is pleading with Washi- 
ngton to shoulder the burden of thwarting Soviet 
global “hege monism". 

It may be reverting to Chairman Mao’s dictum 
that a huge army plus nuclear weapons would suff- 
ice to shield the country. C hina h«s recently launc- 
hed its first 6, 000- mile rocket and has spoken of 
forthcoming atomic tests. It is in this context that 
the otherwise unlikely tumultuous welcome for 
Gen. Videla must be viewed. 

Vide I a conferred twice with Chairman Hua and 
at least once with Vice- Premier Deng Xiaoping 
during his six-day state visit. Written on the bunting 
and streamers over Peking? main streets were slo- 
gans such as “ Resolutely Support the Just Struggle 
of the Argentine People in Safeguarding National 
Independence”, and “Long Live the Friendship 

between the People of China and the People of 
Argentina. 

The official proclamation on Peking radio ment- 
ioned with special warmth “the very heartening 
situation in Latin America... where the democratic 
movement is developing in depth.” Despite the 
allegations of Amnesty International and other 
hum an rights groups, the Chinese bad nothing but 
praise for Argentina, in accordance with Peking's 
policy • — especially plain,- in tbe race of Rich aid 
Nixon — of refraining from comment on the inter- 
nal arrangements of its “friends” and “allied’. 

During the two state banquets in Peking, Hua ^ 
stressed the importance of Argentina’s opposition | 
to Soviet expansion in the Caribbean, a dear refer- 
ence to Fidel Castro. 

Here, as usual, the Chinese wfll beam favorably 
on almost any power, regardless of its other inclina- 
tions, which maintains an anti-Russian position, on 
the grounds that the Soviets are the major threat to 
world peace; it is admitted that perhaps un ple asant 
short-term bargains may have to be struck to main- 
tarn a common defense. 

’ cannot have escaped Peking’s notice, however, 
that as Gen. Videla flew over Russia’s ally and 
Chraa’s number two enemy, Vietnam, he addressed 
a friendly greeting to “this noble nation” . That 
Extends the Chinese notion of nonalignment 
“Other than Peking intends.

Binzagr 1 s love for detail and accuracy is 
obvious in this set of paintings.

Like the head attire for 
mates, women from different Hijazi tribes 
worse costumes very different from each 
other and were recognized by the characteris- 
tic decorations and designs of their dresses.

Saudi Arabia -An Artist’s View of the Past 
is not merely an attempt to preserve the past 
but a valuable document of history and a 
personal artistic expression. What would taxe 
pages of written words has been described 
more beautifully and coherently in paintings 
bursting with color and etail. 

This remarkable women artist has done 
more than just preserve folklore. She has 
brought back to life a rich culture influenced 
by many forces but distinctly unique in its 
own right.

World recession foreseen 




LONDON, July 1 (R) — A leading eco- 
nomic forecasting group has predicted a general 
world recession over the next year, with indu- 
strial production falling about five per cent. 

The prediction by the London Business 
School is one of the gloomiest in recent 
months. Other groups, including the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund have forecast overall 
growth of one per cent this year but with 
some countries going into recession. 

The Business School's argument was 
mainly based on an acceleration of inflation 
in 1979 reflecting pressures of demand and 
higher oil prices. “These have more than 
doubled in the last 12 months and are expec- 
ted to be nearly 70 per cent higher in 1980 
than last year " it said. 

However the school expected the real price 
of oil would stabilize later this year as the 
world moved into recession. It believed world 
inflation would then peak at 1 5 per cent for 
manufactured goods and 1 1 per cent for con- 
sumer goods. Inflation would fall in 1981 and 
economic recovery would begin, it said. 

The school estimated that world industrial 
production would drop steadily Emm • the first 
quarter of this year up to the first quarter of 
1981 as recession spread from the United 
States to other countries. The total fall in 
production in that period would be five per 
cent. 

Taking calendar years, production would 
be 0.5 per cent higher in 1980 than 79, but 
2.3 per cent lower in 81 than 80. Most other 

Wheat crop 
to rise by 5 % 

LONDON, July 1 (R) — World wheat 
production will rise by about five per cent 
over the next year but is not likely to ease 
severe food shortages in the developing 
world, the International Wheat Council said 
Monday. 

The increased output would be matched by 
higher consumption by a larger population, 
the council added in its annual forecast of 
supply and demand. Wheat is the principal 
food of an estimated 42 per cent of the 
world's people. 

The council, which groups both consumer 
and producer countries and oversees the 
world wheat trade, also hinted at long-term 
food supply problems. Despite the forecast 
increase in 1980-81 production, there were 
doubts whether in future bean exporting 
countries could maintain a steady increase in 
output which had shown during most of the 
1970s, the council said. 

The increase had been achieved mainly 
through the use of larger growing areas. 
"Further extensions of wheat areas could 
•only be into marginal, less productive lands, 
or at the expense of other crops,' 1 it said. 

Meanwhile, there was a persistent increase 
of consumption in developing countries, 
mainly because of rapid population growth. 
The council forecast production in the 
1 980-81 wheat year, which began Tuesday, as 
440 to 450 million tons compared with 424 
million tons in the present year. However, 
consumption would also rise to about 450 
million tons from some 440 million in 1979- 
80, it said. 

Severe food shortage were likely to persist 
over large tracts of the developing world, the 
council added. A main development for the 
wheat trade itself would probably be an incr- 
ease in imports by China 


forecasts have suggested one per cent rise in 
world Gross National Product in 1980 and a 
two per cent increase the following year. 

The school's forecast, which is issued every 
four months, also said that Britain's off- 
maligned industry was capable of competing 
against foreign manufacturers without the 
protection of import controls. A rapid rise of 
imports into Britain during the past 20 years 
which has led to demands for controls had 
occurred because the country was adjusting 
to a new world trade environment, it said the 
process of adjustment to trade liberalization 
and European Common Market membership 
.was now nearly complete. 

Boom years 
for oil shale 
are at hand 

LOS ANGELES, July 1. (LAT) — For 
more than a decade proponents of shale oil 
have insisted that it was a matter of only a few 
years — and a few dollars per barrel in the 
price of oil — before commercial production 
of the potentially huge fuel source was tech- 
nologically and economically feasible. 

Those hopes have always been dashed. But 
now with the imminent creation of the Fed- 
eral Synthetic Fuels Corp., and the entry of 
Exxon Corp., the world’s biggest oil comp- 
any, into the shale business, those hopes are 
rising higher than ever. 

The Department of Energy envisions 
about 10 projects producing 400,000 barrels 
of shale a day by 1990. Most observers bel- 
ieve that the Department's goal is realistic, 
and perhaps even conservative. 

“The time has come for shale” says Roger 
Loper, the newly appointed president of She 
shale subsidiary at Standard Oil of California, 
which like Exxon only recently accelerated its 
shale plans. "It's going to be a whole new 
world in five years." 

Doper's optimism, echoed by others, is 
based on a number of factors beyond the 
expected reality of government incentives 
that the industry has long demanded as colla- 
teral for its risk. 

Water scarcity, environmental constraints 
and permit difficulties that have squelched 
shale oil's prospects in the past, said Malcom 
Weiss, deputy director of Harvard's energy 
lab, “now seem more tractable.” 

Recent developments indicare that the 
upper Colorado basin, where most of the 
shale plants will be built, can easily produce 

400.000 barrels of shale oil a day to replace 2 
per cent of present U.S. imports by 1990. 

Two Colorado countries will carry the 
brunt of shale oil's initial development. Rio 
Blanco county will grow from its present 
population of 5,300 to 24,000 in eight years, 
and Garfield county will mushroom from 

20.000 to 81,000 according to Colorado offi- 
cials. The development of Utah’s Uinta basin 
is expected to trigger a similar surge there. 

Locked into the marbled rock that runs 
through Three basins in Colorado, Utah and 
Wyoming are 1.8 trillion barrels of oil. The' 
industry contends that of this, oQ0 billion bar- 
rels — nearly four times the proven reserves 
of Saudi Arabia and more than 20 limes the 
proven reserves of the United States — are 
recoverable.

Helped cause recession 

North Sea oil hurt U.K. 


LONDON. July 1 (AFP) — Britain is in 
the grip of a deep recession, caused paradoxi- 
cally partly by its North Sea oil wealth which 
is a cushion against the international energy 
crisis. 

The existence of North Sea oil has provo- 
ked a massive influx of foreign speculative 
capital and has forced tbe value of the pound 
sharply up to the disadvantage of exporters. 

Unemployment is running at a post-war 
record of 1,600,000 or 6.5 per cent of the 
working population, inflation is expected to 
be running at more than 20 per cent at the 
end of the year or the highest level in the 
industrialized world, exports arc falling and 
wages are increasing at between 20 and 30 
per cenL 

In an attempt to contain lending and cont- 
rol inflation, the government has held inter- 
est rates at 17 per cent — one of the highest 
levels in the world — but unions and business 
circles hold that the remedy is worse than the 
problem. 

Industry has been hit by the full blast of 
recession with particularly bad forecasts in 
three key sectors. The nationalized British 
Steel Corporation is on the verge of bankrup- 
tcy and a rescue package by the new Chair- 
man Ian MacGregor would require extra 
state aid of nearly $4,600 million ever the 
nexr two years. 

The giant British Leyland auto firm and the 
textile industry also face a major fight to sur- 
vive and any rescue package will necessitate 
the redundancy of tens of thousands of wor- 
kera. v

Growing unemployment could become a 
political bombshell beneath the conservative 
government headed by Margaret Thatcher, 
many observers believe. Recent economic 
indicators have caused lively rows in the 
House of Commons and it is no secret that 
there is a serious conflict of views on econo- 
mic policy within the government-. 

However, Thatcher has made it clear, that;

Indicators fall 
2.4% in U.S. 


WASHINGTON. July 1 (AP) — The 
Index of leading indicators, an important 
gauge of the United States' economic health, 
rebounded sharply in May from a record drop 
in April, but stiil declined for the fourth 
month in a row. the Commerce Department 
reported Monday. 

Three consecutive monthly declines in the 
index generally have been regarded as evi- 
dence of a recession. The falloff in May was 
the seventh in the last eight months and cont- 
inued a decline that beaan in September 
197S. 

The index fell by 2.4 per cent in May. with 
increased layoffs in manufacturing industries 
contributing one-third of the drop. Eight of 
the 10 individual components of the index 
declined while two — stock prices and build- 
ing permits — increased, the department 
said. 

The drop of 2.4 per cent on the value of the 
overall index in May was half the record 4.S 
per cent declinee registered in April, when all 
10 available components dropped for only 
the second time in the history of the indicator. 
The April figure indicated to economists that 
the recession was expected to be deeper than 
originally anticipated. 

Because of a change in inventories, the 
Commerce Department Monday revised the 
April drop to 4.1 per cent — still above the 
previous record mark of 3 per cent set in 
September 1974. 

Other key factors in the decline in the 
index in May included a drop in sensitive raw 
material prices, a drop in new orders for 
manufacturing and consumer goods and mat- 
erials, and a change in total liquid assets. 


The president said the scope of the syn the- 
tic fuels program would dwarf the U.S. effort 
to put a man on the moon. A centerpiece of 
the Carter energy policy, the measure creates 
a government corporation which will spend 
$20 billion encouraging fuel production from 
such sources as coal or shale. 

The corporation could spend an additional 
$6S billion if congress approved its compre- 
hensive energy plan. 

"The energy security act will launch this 
decade with the gretest outpouring of capital 
investment, technology, manpower and res- 
ources since the space program — its scope, 
in fact, will dwarf the combined expenditures 
that put Americans on the moon and built our 
interstate highway system,” Carter said. 

Senator Henry Jackson, chairman of the 
Senate Energy Committee, called it the lar- 
gest investment program ever undertaken in 
peacetime by the U.S. government. 

In Baytown. Texas, the Exxon Corpora- 
tion announced it had begun operation of a 
$1 IS- million Pilrt Plant designed to produce 
synthetic fuels from oil. The corporation said 


its coal liquefaction plan:. located in Bay- 
town. would use 1 00 tons of coal a day to turn 
out about 250 barrels of synthetic fuel, lar- 
gely for research. 

Exxon said the plant was expected to prov- 
ide data needed to bring the company's coal 
liquefaction process to ;he point of commer- 
cial production by late 19S2. 

The legislation signed by Carter would 
provide government subsidies to encourage 
production of fuels from farm products and 
urban waste, and also to establish a solar 
energy and conservation bank for subsidizing 
loans to Americans installing solar or 
energy-saving equipment. 

The measure directs the President to begin 
putting at least 100.000 barrels of oil daily 
into the strategic petroleum reserve as a buf- 
fer against a major disruption of imported oil. 

The “syn fuels ' bill had won easy Congres- 
sional approval, but another Carter proposal 
— a bill designed to speed up government 
action on energy proacts — was sidetracked 
last week in the House of Representatives.

LONDON, July 1 (AP) — Gold prices 
advanced narrowly in Europe Tuesday morn- 
ing after touching 4Y2-month highs on Mon- 
day, while the dollar was firm, on world 
money markets. 

London's five bullion houses fixed the 
morning price of gold at $656.00 a troy 
ounce, up from Monday's close of $649-50 
in London and a late rate of $ 646 in New 
York. In Zurich, the medal sold fora median 
$655.50, up from $653.50. 

This was still below Monday’s best prices of 
around $663. gold's highest peak since mid- 
February'. Gold has advanced n nearly $100- 
an ounce in the past month, due to acce- 
lerating recession in the West and reports of a 
reduction in the amount of gold reaching the 
marketplace. Silver was quoted in London 
Monday momiog at $16.90 ounce, up from 
$16.75.

Vietnam seals off 
Cambodian border 






BANGKOK, July 1 ( AP) — The Thai sup- 
reme military command said Tuesday that 
Vietnamese and Phnom Penh troops had sea- 
led off almost the entire length of the Thai- 
Cambodian refugees., The Thai- United 
Nations repatriation has been halted because 
of border fighting. 

The command's spokesman. Lt. Gen. Som 
Katxhaphand. reported continued clashes in 
Cambodia near the Thai border at four diffe- 
rent points along the 800-kilometer-long 
frontier. The Hanoi troops fought with guerr- 
illas oF ousted Premier Pol Pot at Thap Phrik 
just south of the Thai border town of Aran- 
yapratheu and near Baan Laempalong the 
southern border, he said. 

Clashes were also reported between “Free 
Khmer” anti-Communist rebels and the Vie- 
tnamese at Nong Chan, north of Aranyaprat- 
het, and opposite Thailand's Surin province. 

Western military analysts agreed rhat the 
Vietnamese had effectively sealed a 60- 
kilo me ter- stTetch of border north of Aranya- 
prathet where some 200.000 Cambodians 
had lived in bo rderencampents com rolled by 
the Free Khmer and which had been the site 
of an international "land bridge" food relief 
operation. 



The Shah of Iran 


Surgery leaves 
former Shah 
‘satisfactory’ 

CAIRO. July 1 (AP) — The Shah of Iran 
was taken out of intensive care Tuesday and 
reported in ‘‘very satisfactory" condition 24 
hours after an operation to extract fluids in 
his lungs. 

The former Iranian monarch, 60, was pla- 
ced in an intensive-care unit adjoining his 
special suite on the second floor of the Nile- 
side Maadi Military Hospital immediately 
after the surgery Monday. 

Dr. Eabdel Kader Osman, head of the hos- 
pital's chest and heart department, and one of 
the doctors on the Shah’s case. said. “His 
condition is very satisfactory." 

The physician, who is one of a team of 
Egytpian, French and American doctors trea- 
ting the Shah, declined to give further details. 

A press release issued by the Maadi Hospi- 
tal and read to reporters by an information 
department official of the Egyptian president 
said Monday s surge ry was for an “ abdominal 
abscess under the left copula of the diaph- 
ragm secondary to ( as a result of) infection of 
pancreatic cyst." 

Medical sources on the Shah's case said 
water and pus had accumulated under the 
lungs as a result of an infection. 


But the analysts doubted the Vietnamese 
could completely seal off other areas, espe- 
cially where the Pol Pot guerrillas have been 
Firmiv entrenched. 

“I think they've got control of the area 
(north of Aranyaprathet inside Cambodia). 
The question now is how long they intend to 
hold it,” one Western diplomat said. 

Western military sources said the United 
States would begin an airlift of military equi- 
pment to Thailand later this week in wake of 
the border Fighting. And a group calling itself 
the “Coordinators of the Volunteer Front” 
said Tuesday it would organize a "show of 
strength" this Friday in Bangkok. 

A statement sent by the group said demon- 
strators would highlight the “wicked aggres- 
sion" of Vietnam and show Hanoi that all 
Thai people were ready to fight. 

The sources said six C-I41 “Starlifter" 
transports would bring in 1 05mm howitzers, 
M-16 rifles and other military equipment. 
The airlift was first announced last week at a 
meeting of the foreign ministers of the Asso- 
ciation of Southeast Asian Nations 
(ASEAN) which was also attended by U.S. 
Secretary of State Edmund Muskie. 

Meanwhile. Bangkok city police went on 
full alert Tuesday after bomb explosions 
around the capital Monday night injured 
more than 35 people in an outbreak of urban 
violence. Squads were dispatched to comb 
the city for other bombs that might have been 
planted, as police chiefs rushed into urgent 
meetings and others inspected the sites on the 
explosions. 

Tripura police 
bolt to tribals 
amid violence 

NEW DELHI, July I (AFP) — About 
1000 Tripuran policemen have deserted the 
state police force and some of them are belie- 
ved to have joined the tens of thousands of 
tribals who have fled to the jungles in the 
wake of inter-community clashes, published 
reports said Tuesday. 

This mass desertion has created a law and 
order problem for the state which is experie- 
ncing a fresh wave of killing and arson. At 
least six persons were killed and an unspeci- 
fied number injured during the last two days 
in renewed violence between Tripurans and 
immigrant settlers, reports reaching here 
from the state capital Agartala said. 

Interior ministry sources said army reinfo- 
rcements would be needed following the des- 
ertions. Tripura has about 6.000 police to 
cover a state of 1,053 square kms. and a 
population of about two million. Up to 

30.000 men would be needed to effectively 
police the state, interior ministry' sources 
said. For security reasons, the sources refused 
to give the present strength of armed forces in 
the state, but informed sources put it at 
around 20,000. Meanwhile army units, which 
were dispatched Monday to evacuate Chris- 
tian tribals from riot- tom areas, rescued 

3.000 people and brought them to 
government-run relief camps, reports from 
official sources said. The tribals were trapped 
in a cl us ter of 10 villages. 47 kms. from Agar- 
tala. 

Meanwhile army pickets were posted at 
strategic points in the state as administration 
officials feared immigrant settlers could 
mount retaliatory attacks on the Tripurans. 
LasL month local Tripurans demanding dete- 
ction and deportation of immigrant settlers 
rampaged through the state and at least 2.000 
people were said to have been killed with

PRETORIA, July 1 (AFP) — All South 
African troops have been withdrawn from 
Angola, a foreign ministry spokesman said 
here Tuesday. 

The South African government had sent 
the United Nations Security Council an offi- 
cial message Monday informing it that South 
African forces were no longer in Angolan 
territory, the spokesman added. His com- 
ments refuted reports from the Angolan capi- 
tal Luanda that fighting was continuing in the 
southern province of Cunene near the border 
with South Africn- administered Namibia. 

The spokesman was not in a position to say 
when the South African troops had been pul- 
led out. No further information was available 
here but it was expected here that further 
details of the operation would be made public 
Wednesday. 

But in Luanda, Angolan officials said 
South African troops have pushed more dee- 
ply into Angola over the past few days and 
have invaded the province of Cuando Cuba- 
ngo. After occupying the province of Cunene 
on June 7, they had now advanced “on the 
same scale” into Cuando Cubango, also 
located along Angola’s southern border with

Berserk, Malay style 

Fork stops those ‘ running amok J 


KUALA LUMPUR, July 1 (AP) — A 
two-pronged fork with a serrated edge 
around the inside, which is displayed in the 
national museum here, is a chilling artifact of 
Malay madness. The fork, just wide enough 
to fit around a man’ s neck, is a “ sanggamara” 
or amok catcher. 

Mounted on a wall next to the tool is a 
drawing entitled “A Malay Running Amok.” 
It shows a frenzied, knife wielding man being 
chased on foot by others carrying spears and a 
sanggamara. 

The Malay's translation of amok is “to run 
wildly with desire to kill." The act of running 
amok is known as “raengaraok," the person 
who does so is a “ pengamok." It is said to be 
an affliction unique to Malays, a tropical rela- 
tive of the Norse “berserk." 

The museum' s amok forks shows little sign 
of wear, perhaps because those who valued 
their skins seldom tried to bring a pengamok 
back alive. “ Amok is the Malay equivalent of 
suidde,” says Encyclopaedia Brilannica. 

“Some cases are due to madness, some to 
disease, some to the heat of the peninsula and 
others to the use of drugs. A typical amok 
may be connected with the wish to die fight- 
ing,” according to another reference book. 

There's more to it than that, says the physi- 
cian who is Malaysia’s deputy prime minister. 
In his book The Malay Dilemma, published in 
1970, Dr. Mahathir Bin Mohamad said a 
Malay who runs amok has burst cultural 
bonds which impose a life of defiance and 
restraint. 

“The courtesy and self-effaring habits of 
the Malays are but one aspect of the Malay 
character. The constant restraint the Malay 
imposes on himself is unnatural. There is 
always internal strife." Mahathir writes. 


What one newspaper called “the most tra- 
gic case of amok in local history “ occurred on 
a passenger steamer at sea. 

The Straits Times said the Klang was bound 
for Port Swettenham (now known as Port 
Klang) and Penang from Singapore with 
about eight European passengers and more 
than 200 Malay passengers. “When the ves- 
sel approached Tanjong Pagar a Malay pass- 
enger ran amok with a knife, stabbing sav- 
agely as panic-stricken deck passengers ran 
helter skelter for safety. The captain, who 
had left the bridge to investigate after the ship 
had anchored, was fatally stabbed in the sto- 
mach. 

“Chief Engineer Rae was the next victim. 
And 11 others were wounded. Signals for 
medical assistance were hoisted and a passing 
launch radioed the marine police. Armed 
with rifles and bayonets, they soon rushed 
aboard and killed the pengamok,” said the 
newspaper account. 

In his book, Mahathir said “Amok repres- 
ents the internal physical expression of the 
conflict within the Malay which his perpetual 
observance of the rules and regulations of his 
life causes in him. It is a spilling over, an 
overflowing of his inner bitterness, it is a rup- 
ture of the bonds which bind him. It is a final 
and complete escape from reasoning and 
training. 

“The strain and restraint in him is lifted. 
Responsibility disappears. Nothing matters. 
He is free. In a trance he lashes out indiscri- 
minately. His timid self-effaring self displa- 
ced. He is now a Mr. Hyde — cruel, callous 
and bent on destruction. But the tr ansi tion 
from the self-effacing courteous Malay to the 
amok is always a slow process. It is so slow 
that it may never come at all. He may go to his 
grave before the turmoil in him explodes.” 


3 Basque bomb suspects nabbed 


SAN SEBASTIAN. Spain, July 1 (AFP) 
— Three people suspected of belonging to a 
commando of the Basque separatist organ- 
ization ETA were arrested here Tuesday, 
police sources said. 

They included Jesus Maria Larzabal Basta- 
rri, who allegedly led the commando which 
caused a blast in which three people died at 
Azcoid. in the Basque country of northern 
Spain on Saturday, the sources added. The 
other two arrested were suspecLed of having 
contacts with the ETA commando. 

Police also took away a machine gun. a 
pistol, several rounds of ammunition and 
explosive material. 

Earlier, Police bomb experts blew up two 
devices planted by the Basque separatist 
organization ETA both in tourist areas of 
southern Spain. 

One of the bombs was on a path leading to 
the beach at Benairaaden, in Malaga pro- 
vince near Torremolinos. 

Tuesday ETA warned several bombs 
would go off in rhe town before noon and 
advised police to dear three hotels. It was not 


known if there were still any other bombs in 
the town. 

After a warning that a bomb had been pla- 
nted on the golf course at Mijas near Marbe- 
11a Monday, police found a bomb hidden in a 
hedge separating the 14th hole from the road. 
The devise was exploded without causing 
major damage. 

Tuesday’ s warning was the eighth issued by 
ETA since June 20. The group ’’as threate- 
ned to bomb Spanish tourist res- . >.s systemat- 
ically until it demands for the release of Bas- 
que militants From Soria Jail, north of Mad- 
rid, and the sacking of the prison governor, 
are met.

Tire strikers 
rehired 
in S. Africa 

PORT ELIZABETH, South Africa, July 1 
(AFP) — As workers at the Volkswagen 
Automobile Works near here maintained 
their two-week old strike, the Goodyear Tire 
Factory, which had also been hit by the strike 
movement in Uitenhage Monday started tak- 
ing on staff. Some 1,000 workers were expec- 
ted to be at their jobs by Monday evening, a 
spokesman for the tire company said. 

The workers — some of whom have been 
accepted back after having been dismissed 
last week — will have to work in teams for 
periods of 12 hours to recover working time 
lost during the strike, the spokesman said. He 
predicted that the factory would be back to 
normal by Wednesday. 

White women and Goodyear management — 
staff worked at the factory during the strikes 
to maintain production. The strikes began 
during nationwide turmoil surrounding the 
fourth anniversary of the 1976 Soweto riots. 

But workers at the Volkswagen factory 
have refused to end their strike and are still 
demanding a minimum wage of $2.46 an 
hour, despite a management offer of a 40 per 
cent wage increase. They were paid $1.41 an 
hour before going on strike.

A few years back in the United States, 
the courts had to decide on a very strange 
case. A man was involved in a traffic acci- 
dent and was badly hurt. Someone rushed 
to help. Seeing the injured party had fain- 
ted, he threw some water over him to 
revive him. He must have overdone the 
treatment since the man died and the sub- 
sequent post mortem showed that the 
immediate cause of death was asphyxia by 
water — that the man had actually drow- 
ned. The enthusiastic helper was taken to 
court for causing the death. 

The case caused a great deal of controv- 
ersy in the press. The main issue was whe- 
ther the helper ought to have waited for 
qualified and authorized help for the vic- 
tim (doctors and the police) rather than 
improvise in the way he did. Eventually £ 
the man was cleared, but the point that 
was raised in my mind did not concern the 
pros and cons of his action so much as the 
action itself. 

Few out in the heartless West would 
bother to acknowledge an accident let 
alone help those in trouble. Fall flat on 
your face in the street and people just 
move on around you, looking the other 
way. No one, or very few indeed, would 
call the police for help in case they would 
be asked to act as witnesses. In feet, last 
year a New York police chief registered 
his disgust over a certain incident when 
about fifty people watched a man being 
knifed repeatedly by an assailant with no 
one trying to help or even calling the pol- 
ice. 

Now a New York police chief wouldn't 
be one of nature's “bleeding hearts,” but 
even he thought this was too much, that 
something has gone badly amiss. 

Here in the sentimental and “caring” 
East, the trouble is exactly the opposite 
kind. Let two people come to blows in the 
street and the whole street would divide 
into two warring camps immediately. The 
police, if anything, get inundated with 
contradictory eyewitness accounts. Or let 
a fire start somewhere and each and every 
individual present would start issuing 
orders for the doors to opened immedi- 
ately and closed at once, with people enj- 
oined at once to stay where they are and 
get out quickly. 

The firemen wouldn't be able to tackle 
the fire for all the crowds of enthusiastic 
helpers, some dragging their hoses that 
way and others this, telling them to start 
from this end or that and trying to force 
them to do the right thing since they obvi- 
ously don’t seem to know their job...
